There is a prevalent notion, since playgrounds for children 


came into vogue, that they must necessarily be public affairs. 
That is true in one sense—any playground, public or private,

But where school or park playgrounds are lacking, it 
is far easier to install private substitutes than most people sup- 
pose. Almost any family with a back-yard might have one. 


Light is shed on this subject in a folder issued by the Chil- 


'dren's Bureau of the Department of Labor. There are sketches 
and specifications of all the essential equipment. It is shown 
how to construct a good sand box at a cost of $2, a pair of. 
horizontal bars-for about $7, flying rings for $10 and a won- 
'derful combination of swings, trapeze, flying rings and fixed 
bar for about $21, with additional suggestions for more elab- 
orate outfits. 


It is appropriate that "the Department of Labor should send 


out this information. It is children's play that makes good 
workers later on.

Sounds Like the Old Days 


The U. S. S. Southery, formerly sta- 


tioned at the local yard, now at os- 
ton is being used for a prison' ship 
once more as well as a receiving ship 
to the extent that all men awaiting a 
court martial are locked up there. It 
sounds like the old days to hear of a 
prisoner escaping from the old frigate. 
Recently a bluejacket 
under arrest 


pulled one of the old stunts by slip- 
ping out a port hole and dropping in 
the river. He swam around the ship 
without being noticed and finally land- 
ed under one of ,the piers. He re- 
maied there for a while and then man- 
aged to conceal himself in the com- 
mandant's barge. Early in the morn- 
ing the bluejacket pushed back the 
canvas on tho side of the barge to see 
if daylight had arrived, when a marine 
guard detected him looking out Onto 
the river and placed him under arrest.

Agriculture has "come back" quicker than the other arts and 


Industries. In Russia, where famine lately prevailed, there is 
wheat to export. There is said to be an "overproduction" of 
wheat in the world.

of many kinds that are only a little less fundamental than food. 
'Agriculture is restored soon after the end of the war because 
it is so largely individual. One man, one family, can plant 
seed and produce food, and to a considerable extent distribute 


. that food. To produce a suit of clothes or a house or a stove 
or a locomotive takes co-operation on a big scale. The bellig- 
erent world, outside of the United States,- is not yet able to get 
sufficient co-operation of industrial brains, capital and labor 
to make" good the war's ravages. Still less is it able to get the 
co-operation of thought and feeling necessary to guarantee 
such a peace as would make it possible to supply all legitimate 
human wants.

Change in Rating of Petty Officers 
Changes in rating of petty officers of 


the navy authorized by the bureau of 
navigation are effective from the date 
such change is authorized by the chief 
of the bureau, under a decision of the 
comptroller^ general 
dated July SI/ 


1523. 
In this decision the comptroller 


general holds that the right and title 
of petty officers of the navy to pay 
provided for'an authorized rating does 
not accrue by reason of his right to the 
rating, but by reason of the actual ap- 
pointment or designation, and that 
therefore It becomes complete on the 
date the rating is made, or is-made ef- 
fective, if-to take effect in the future, 
but such change in rating can not be 
given a retroactive effect.

Richmond, Me., Aug. S—Four per- 


sons were drowned and three -were 
rescued today when the automobile of 
James Goodall of Litchfield backed off 
the end of the small ferryboat which 
plys between here and Dresden, into 
the Kennebec river. 


The victims were Mr. Goodall and 


his wife, their son, Leonard 11, and 
Miss -Fay Goodall 19, of 
Oakftled, 


Aroostook county, who was visiting 
Mr. Goodall, her brother. Those saved 
were three Goodall children, Henry 17, 
Kenneth 15, and Dora 10. 


The little ferry has no protection at 


either end and when the car suddenly 
started backing, it dropped over the 
end almost before its occupants real- 
ized what -was happening. 


The two boys were able to swim af- 


ter freeing themselves from the ma- 
chine and were picked up by Mars- 
ton Carter who was-operating the mo- 
tor boat which tows the ferry. Carter 
then dove Into the river and rescued 
the girl as she was going down. 


The medical examiner at bath was 


notified and will investigate the acci- 
dent. 


The 'party of seven "were returning 


to Utchfleld in an open touring car 
from Dresden where they had been 
gathering blueberries during the fore- 
noon and early part of the. .afternoon. 
At Dresden the car was driven on to 
the ferry by Henry Goodell, the eldest 
son. It was the only automobile on the 
ferry although it has occomodations 
for three.

When the ferry reached the middle 


of the river the car was forced back- 
ward by a strong west wind, the brake 
not having been set, according to the 
driver. Before any one. realized 
the 


danger it dropped over the unprotect- 
ed end and' carried all its occupants 
beneath the surface. The river is 35 
feet depe and more than a quarter of 
a mile wide and the current is very 
swift at that point.

Detroit, Aug. G.—Processes 
to in- 


crease fivefold the amount of motor 
fuel produced from each ton of coal 
wili.be put into effect shortly at the 
River Rouge plant of the Ford Motor 
Company here. This announcement Is 
mado by Wallace 
Campbell, vice- 


president of the Ford Motor Company

starling of work on a similar plant for 
distilling benzol from coal, to be lo- 
cated at Ford, Ontario. 


Under the new .plan low tempera- 


turo distillation will .replace the pre- 
sent h!igh temperature process. Pre- 
sent methods give 2.2 gallons of ben- 
zol, 7,000 feet of gas, 8 gallons of tar 
and 30 compounds 
of sulphate am- 


monia from each ton of coal, leaving 
a residue of 1,140 
pounds of coke. | 


Under the new process, as explained | 
by Mr. Campbell, Ford engineers will I 
obtain 10 gallons of benzol, 4,000 feet I 
of gas, 20 gallons of tar, 3 gallons _of j 
creosote and there will be a residue of 
1,500 
pounds of coke. Creosote is not 


obtained under the present method of , 
distillation.

SiSBEE'S ESTATE IS 


IBS1HAN $25,019 


New York, Aug-. 7—The will of Rear 


Admiral Charles Dwight Sigsbee, U. 
S. N., retired, commander of the Maine 
when it was' blown up in Havana Har- 
bor In 1898, disposing of an estate es- 
timated at less than $25,000 wa.-j filed 
for probate today. Although the in- 
trinsic value is small, it includes the 
medals and honors bestowed on him 
by foreign rulers and extensive notes 
of forty years of observations at set 
highly regarded by scientists interest- 
ed in oceanographic research.

is tho watch, 59 years old, and still 
keeping perfect time, for which Ad. 
miral Sigsbee traded .a sable robe in 
Japan in 1S67. The watch was carried 
over the 265,000 miles through three 
oceans and two seas covered- in the 
admiral's navy career and wa.< im-
